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‘Huge corporations will 
decide what services will be 
provided and where. 

But the BMA council meet- 
ing last Thursday passed a 
resolution completely oppos- 
ing the Health Bill and 
deciding to organise a cam- 
paign against it. 

This is a significant change 
of policy from the main doc- 
tors’ union, which previously 
backed parts of the bill. 

‘The hierarchy did not want 
to change policy, but the 
pressure from the member- 
ship, the sharpening of the 
crisis in the NHS, and a 
struggle inside the union to 
defend the NHS, gave rise to 
this change. 

Tb defend the NHS we 
must keep what we have. We 
must mobilise to defend 
every District General Hos- 
pital, GP surgery and com- 
munity service and resist 
these £20 billion cuts. 

‘Chase Farm Hospital in 
Enfield is at the centre of 
this fight. 

‘A heroic struggle has 
taken place there over the 
past five years, involving the 
whole community, from resi- 
dents, the local council, cam- 
paign groups, and above all, 
the North East London 
Council of Action, to keep the 
hospital open 

•Health Se retary Lansley 
and his pnvateer friends 
have named Chase Farm 
Hospital as a test case. 

There is only one way to 
keep all services at the hos- 
pital running and that is 
through physical 
occupation.’ 

Joshua Ogunl- 
eye Young Social- 
ist National Sec- 
retary said 
‘Young people are
